DARWIN EVOLUTION 
THEORY IS DERIDED 


Genus Homo Appeared 
Suddenly Just Before 
Ice Age, Practically in 
Present Form, Is Theory 


BY ALFRED P. RECK, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
Washintgon, Junuary 20.—(United 

News.)—Man is an accident—a freak 
of nature-—-appearing on earth before 
the dawn-of history substantially as 
he is in the present day, Dr. Austin 
H{. Clark, noted biologist of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, explained to the 
United News today in revealing his 
new theory of life, which combines a 
radical conception of evolution with 
the biblical story of the creation. 

Dr. Clark’s theory, arrived at after 
a lifetime of study in all parts of the 
world, is expected to create a furore 
in scientific as Darwin did 
when he published his ideas on evolu- 
tion. He has just announced his the- 
ory to the scientific world in the Quar- 
terly Review of Biology. 

No Monkey Ancestors. 

“There is no evidence which would 
show man developing, step by step, 
from lower forms of life,” Dr. Clark 
said. “There is nothing to show that 
man was in any way connected with 
monkeys. 

“Man appeared in the pliocene age, 
just preceding the ice age. He ap- 
peared suddenly and in substantially 
the same form as he is in today. There 
is not the slightest evidence of his ex- 
istence before that time. 

“He appeared able to walk, able to 
think and able to defend himself. 

“There are no such things as miss- 
ing links. Missing links are misinter- 
pretations. Fossils skulls, which have 
been dug up. and have been advanced 
as missing links showing connections 
between man and monkey but they 
have all been shown as misinterpreta- 


tious, 
*“ Both Schools Wrong. 

Dr. Clark aceepts neither the theory 
of the creationists nor that of the evo- 
lutionists. His ideas are more or less 
a compromise between the two. 

‘('reationists and evolutionists alike 
have erred in considering life as a 


circles 


‘thing apart from the inorganic world,” 


he explained, “a manisfestation not 
measurable in terms which otherwise 
are of universal application. 

“This is far from true. Just what 
life is we do not know. All living 
xubstance is composed of | elements 
found also in inorganic substances, 
though in the bodies of animals and 
of plants these elements are combined 
in forms peculiar to living substance, 
or to the products of living substance. 
So we may consider life as the ability, 
confined to groups of certain complex 
earbon compounds, to increase in bulk 
indefinitely in such a way and in such 
variul forms as shall enable the in- 
crease to take place to the best. ad- 
vantage.” 

New Fuel to Fire. 

The evolutionist illustrates his the- 
ory by the diagram of a tree, with 
primeval unicellular creatures repre- 
senting the reots and the antropoid 
ape and man the highest branches, 

Dr. Clark's new theory discard the 
tree illustration and takes that of a 
multi-faced diamond figure with each 
face representing a distinct group of 
life forms, all joined by connecting 
lines, 

He supports his theory by a mass of 
evidence, highly scientifie and techni- 
enl, gathered from many years of 
and observation of plant life 


Modernists and fundamentalists 
alike may be able to derive some hope 
from Dr. Clark's ideas. There is no 
doubt but what his theory will add 
new fuel to the controversy. 

Diseards Darwin Theory. 

“So far as concerns the major 
groups of animals the creationists ap- 
pear to have the best of the argu- 
ment,” the scientists said. “There is 
not the slichtest evidence that any 
one of the major groups arose from 
any other. Each is a special animal 
complex, related more or less closely 
to all the rest and appearing there-

HOOVER TO LEAVE 


UN FLORIDA TRIP 
Al 10:30 TODAY 


Concludes | Washington 
Conferences and Will 
Fish, Rest and Work 
Until March 5th. 


Washington, January 20.—(>)— 
After two weeks of conferences with 
republican party leaders, President- 
elect Hoover will leave tomorrow for 
Klorida, where he will prepare his 
inaugural address and rest up prepara- 
tory to taking over the duties as the 
nation’s chief executive. 

Traveling on a_ special train, Mr. 
Hoover will leave the capital at 10:30 
a. m. and will arrive at Miami at 2 
p. m. Tuesday. There he will be greet- 
ed _by the governor and other state 
officials and accompanied to the J. C. 
Penny estate on Belle island where he 
and Mrs. Hoover will be guests. 

Work to Accompany Hoover. 

Dr. Hubert Work, chairman of the 
republican national committee, will ac- 
company the president-elect tu ¥lori- 
da. Others in his immediate party 
will be Miss Jannet Large, of Los 
Angeles, a niece, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Lawrence Richey. James Francis 
Burke, of Pittsburgh, Pa., who was 
general counsel for the national com- 
mittee during the campaign, also will 
be on the train with Mr. Hoover, but 
he will stop off at Palm Beach to 
spend a few weeks there. 

During his last day in Washington, 
the president-elect and Mrs. Hoover 
attended services at the Irving Street 
Friends church; went for an auto- 
mobile ride in the afternoon, and en- 
tertained a few friends at dinner dur- 
ing the evening. Being the Sabbath 
the day was a quiet one compared to 
the others he has spent here since his 
return from his good will mission to 
Latin America. 

Result of Conferences. 

Out of his two weeks’ of conferences 
have deyeloped decisions to eall an 
extra session of the new congress to 
act upon farm relief and tariff revi- 
sion; to appoint a commission to 
make an exhaustive investigation of 
prohibition and general law enforce- 
ment, and a definite realignment of 
party control in New York state. 

A part of the time also has been 
devoted to discussions over the make- 
up of his cabinet. A score or more 
of names have been suggested ‘to ‘the 
president-elect for his consideration, 
but whether he has reached a definite 
decision apparently is known only to 
himself. 

The general relief is that he will re- 
tain Andrew W. Mellon as secretary 
of the treasury for at least two years. 
If this is done the veteran Pennsy]l- 
vanian would have served in this post 
longer than any other person. Mr, 
Mellon now is rounding out his eighth 
year as head of the government's fis- 
cal department. 

There has been a suggestion from 
those close to Mr. Hoover that Wil- 
liam M. Jardine would be reappointed 
as the secretary of agriculture and 
that William J. Donovan, the assist- 
ant attorney general, will be named 
to succeed John G. Sargent on 
March 4. 

The greatest speculation revolves 
around the selection of a secretary of 
state. Frank B. Kellogg has announce- 
ed that he will retire from public life 
with the end of the Coolidge adminis- 
tration thereby removing himself from 
consideration from this post. Those 
talked about as his successor include 
Senator Borah, of Idaho, chairman of 
the senate foreign relations commit- 
tee: Dwight W. Morrow. ambassador 
to Mexico. and Henry P. Fletcher, am- 
bassader to Rome, who accompanied 
Mr. Hoover on his Latin American 
tour. 

Many other names have been sug- 
gested for the other six places in Mr. 
Hoover's official family but the presi- 
dent-elect is not expected to make for- 
mal announcement of any of his se- 
lections at least until his return to 
Washington late next month when he 
will continue his consultations with 
party leaders.

The President Garfield 
Goes Aground Near Ba- 
hama Islands Without 
Any Loss of Life. 


CALL OF DISTRESS 
QUICKLY HEEDED 


Ship Pan-America, Close 
to Ill-Fated Boat, Takes 
Off Passengers and All 
Baggage. 


New York, January 20.—(#/)— 
Eighty-one passengers of the world 
cruise ship President Garfield, tonight 
were safe aboard the Munson liner 
Pan-America, after a rescue from their 
own ship, which ran aground. this 
morning on Mantanilla reef at the 
northern tip of the Bahatga island 
group. 

They were taken off the President 
Garfield along with their baggage and 
the liner’s mail and cargo and trans- 
ferred to the Pan-America in small 
boats. The transfer was completed 
at 7:45 tonight. Approximately 12 
hours after the liner had run aground. 
The Pan-America then proceeded to- 
ward Nassau, her original destina- 
tion. 

The officers and crew of the Dollar 
liner remained aboard as the wrecking 
tug Warbler sped to their assistance 
from Jacksonville, Fla. The liner was 
hard aground, but was not taking 
water and was believed to be in no 
immediate danger. 

Pan-America Nearby. 
Word of the rescue of the passen- 


gers came first from Robert E. Duff, 
operating manager in New York for 
the Dollar line and a short time later 
from the Radio Marine corporation, 
which was in direct communication 
with the Pan-America. 

First word that the President Gar- 
field, which left New York Thursday 
on a round-the-world cruise, was in 
trouble came. at 7:25 this morning 
with the receipt of.an SOS. message. 

The Pan-America, which also left 
New York Thursday, reported that she 
was nearby and was on her way to 
the aid of the stricken vessel. <A 
naval tug also was dispatched from 


Charleston, 8S. C.. and the wrecking. 


tug put out from Jacksonville, Fla. 

Later messages allayed somewhat 
the fears felt when the SOS was 
broadcast by stating that the ship 
was not taking water, the sea was 
calm and there was no apparent dan- 
ger of her sinking. 

The Pan-America then reported her- 
self alongside the President Garfield 
and shortly after came advices thai 
the passengers were being transferred. 
Then the message saying they were 
all safe aboard the Pan-America. 

Mr. Duff said the passengers would 
be landed at Nassau and cared for 
by the company until they decided 
where they wished to be put ashore or 
arrangements could be made for them 
to continue their world cruise. 


GUATEMALA ENDS 
REBEL UPRISING; 
CITIES RETAKEN 


Guatemala City, January 20.—(A) 
Government forces today reoccupied 
parts of two cities seized by the revo- 
lutionists and were severely bombard- 
ing the part of Mazatananzgo still held 
by the rebels. 

Airplanes using bombs and machine 
guns in cooperation with an infantry 
yesterday were said to have demoral- 
ized the insurgents, many of whom 
were seen to fall. The combined forces 
recaptured much of Mazatanango, in- 
cluding the railway.station yesterday 
and early this morning subjected the 
remainder of the city to a violent ar- 
tillery attack. 

The government dominates the situ- 
ation and the republic is rapidly re- 
turning to normal. 


HONDURAS HEARS 
OF NEW REVOLT. 


Tegucigalpa, Honduras, January 20. 

—Unconfirmed reports today said 
that five Guatemala departments in 
the western section were in revolt 
with General Fernando Morales lead- 
ing the revolution. The foreign of- 
fice here had no details. 


GALENDAR CLEAR, 
CONGRESS AWAITS 
HOOVER PROGRAM 


Only Routine in House 
and Cruiser Measure in 
Senate To Be Passed at 
This Term. 


Washington, January 20.—(United 
News.)—-Except far the cruiser bill 
pending in the senate, affairs in 
Washington are well in order now for 
Herbert Hoover to.climb into the 
chauffeur’s seat and start down anoth- 
er four-year stretch. 

There will be some ten days or two 
weeks of debate on the 15-cruiser bill— 


and very vital debate considering the 
international situation which is in- 
volved in the controversy—but other- 
wise there is nothing more of moment 
left for this dying congress to do. 

Ex-ept for the constitution which re- 
quires the new president to wait until 
March +4 before taking office, the in- 
auguration could be held by ground 
hog day, so far as the affairs of the 
government are coneerned. Mr. Cool- 
idge has—excepting for the cruiser 
bill, completed his work. He will 
make at least two speeches, and per- 
haps a few, minor emergency appoint- 
ments. But on the whole everything 
is waiting for Hoover. 

House About Done. 

The senate has an agreement to vote 
at 2:30 p. m. tomorrow on the nomr 
nation of Roy O. West, of Illinois, 
to be secretary of interior. 
tion is expected. It is chiefly a point 
of vindication that is involved because 
West will hold office, if confirmed, 
only until March 4. Hoover is not ex- 
pected to reappoint him. 

There is little else left in congress 
to be done. The house has only four 
routine appropriation bills yet to 
pass——with six weeks in which to pass 
them. : 

“We could pass them all in six days 
if we had .to.” chairman, Snell, of the 
rules committee says. “We would 
have plenty of time to pass farm relief 
legislation if a majority favored it.’ 

But the majority favors holding up 
farin*elief until Hoover comes: in, So 
the house will’ idle through ,the last 
half of the present session, with men 
bers making speeches for home con- 
sumption on the floor and worrying in 
private whether Hoover is going to 
treat them right at the pie counter. In 
fact they are already doing much wor- 
rying—the entire New York republic- 
an delegation in the house probably 
has had a total of less than eight 
hours sleep since it was announced 
Hoover was “oing to let a triumvirate 
of his New York ’friends pass out the 
jobs. The New York republican con- 
gressmen heldf an indignation meeting 
and Hoover has promised, they say, to 
take their wishes into consideration In 
appointments. Such are the typical 
troubles of congressmen 1n these clos- 
ing days of the Coolidge administra- 
tion. : 

The senate did the biggest work of 
the 70th eongress when it ratified 
the Kellogg-Briand anti-war treaty. 

It also completed a monumental leg- 
islative undertaking when it passed 
the Boulder dam bill, a subject of 
controversy for years. 

Otherwise there will be little to 
mark this dying session in higtory. 
All members of both houses are ac*- 
ing now with only the Hoover admin- 
istration in mind. 

Much of the excitement over An- 
drew W. Mellon, who is being attack- 
ed severely on two widely divergent 
sectors, is due to the expectation that 
Hoover plans to carry him over into 
the new cabinet at least for a year 
or two. Democrats are attacking Mel- 
lon for permitting large tax refunds. 

Also he is being hard-pressed over 
the prohibition issue. Many dry dem- 
ocrats who supported Smith in the 
last campaign are now doing pennan-:e 
before their dry constituents by sup- 
porting Senator Harris, Georgia dry 
democrat. in his effort to get $25.000,- 
000 additional for prohibition enforce- 
ment. Bishop Cannon and other lead- 
ers of dry organizations have come to 
the support of Harris and are severe- 
ly condemning Mellon for opposing 
this appropriation. 

The whole prohibition question is 
heading into a storm on the Hoover 
horizon. A few days ago Hoover 
promised to appoint an impartial com- 
mission to make a survey of prohibi- 
tion. Debate in congress now going 
on spasmodieally in both houses is set- 
ting a highly controversial background 
up for the work of this Hoover com- 
mission,

ATTACKS WILSON FOR CONFISCATION : 


In New Book, ‘My Ancestors | 


Berlin, January 20.— (United 
News.)—The ,uiding theory of the 
Hohenzollerns in ruling the fallen 
German empire was to act “as plain 
administrators of God's will,” accord- 
ing to the state:‘ent of the former 
kaiser, Wilhelm, in his new book, 
“My Ancestors,” made public today. 

The volume, which contains 264 
pages written by the former kaiser 
in exile at Doorn, was intended as a 
gift to his wife on the occasion of 
Vilhelm’s 7Oth birthday next Sunday. 
The manuscript reveals that the en- 
tire volume was written by the for- 
mer kaiser 

“My Ancestors” refers to a treaty 
which the United States signed with 
the Prussian king, Frederick the 
Great, after the Declaration of In- 
dependence, asserting that one clause 
in the treaty rrovided that private 
fortunes should not be affected in 
case of war. The former kaiser al- 
leges that the late Woodrow Wilson 
as president of the “United States 
broke the pact without notice. ‘Upon 
his successors is the duty to make 
good this serious of.ense to American 
national honor,” Wilhelm writes, 
“which must be done to the fullest ex- 


tent.” 
Divine Right of Kings. 

The kaiser’s personal wealth was 
confiscated after the -war, althou’th 
recently the South African — courts 
awarded him certain claims to prop- 
erty which had been held before the 
war separate from the Hohenzollern 
wealth. 

The theory of the “divine right of 
kings” enters prominently into this 
volume which reveals the Hohenzol- 
lerns as “orWinary” persons, some of 
them good and ime of them, in the 
ex-kaiser’s opinion, bad. Throughout 
the volume he asserts th: t piety and 


responsibility towards the Diety were 
characteristics of the German royal 
family. 

Political remarks of the 70-year-old 
exile are interspersed thronghout the 
story of the Hohenzollerns, including 


one discussion of the futile attempts 
of the elector, George William, to 
save Brandenburg from 30 years of 
war and turmoil. 

Might Creat. Respect. 

“Diplomacy,” says the auther in 
commenting on William, “is only ef- 
fective if there is a nation in arms 
behind it, ready to enforce its will.” 

Again he says: 

“Notwithstanding good diplomacy. 
only might creates respect for the in- 
terests of one nation by other na- 
tions,” 

In the last sentence -f his volume, 
the former kaiser expressed the wish 
that his father’s motto “fearless and 
f:.ithful” should be borne in the mem- 
ory heart of the German nation. 3 

“Without these two qualities,” he 
says, “Germany is bound to perish.” 

The book was written between May 
and November 9, 1928, and coincided 
—perhaps accidentally—with the tenth 
anniversary of the German revolution 
and Wilhelm’s flight from his coun- 
try.

Cuba. 
Want 3 Cent Rate. 

The present duty on raw sugar is 
2.20 cents a pound, but Cuba, from 
which a majority of American im- 
ports come, pays only 1.76 cents un- 
der the preferential trade treaty 
granting the island a 20 per cent de- 
duction. The refined duty is 2.39 
cents and the Cuban 1.91. 

American producers are understood 
to be seeking a rate of 3 cents on 
raw sugar and a limitation on Philip- 
pine imports, now duty free. ‘That 
such a proposal will be vigorously 
championed and just as strenously 
opposed is indicated in the list of 
witnesses scheduled to appear. 

Representatives of the sugar beet 
growing industry of the west, which 
is particularly anxious that imports 
from the Philippines be restricted 
compromise more than a dozen of the 
fifty witnesSes. Cane growers and 
refiners of the United States, Cuba, 
the Philippines, Hawaii and Porto 
Rico will be amply represented, as 
well as domestic consumers and ag- 
ricultural interests, 

Commission Asks Cut. 

The Mountain States Beet Grow- 
ers’ Marketing association will be rep- 
resented by four witnesses: the Unit- 
ed States Beet Sugar association by 
six: the American Cane Growers’ as- 
sociation by three. 

Hawaii's case will be presented by 
Delegate Houston; the Philippines 
by Resident Commissidner Guervara 
and Major General Frank MeIntyre, 
retired, the new Philippine trade com- 
missioner, and Cuba's by represent- 
atives of the American producers and 
consumers of Cuban sugar. 

In a 3-to-2 decision the tariff com- 
mission four years ago recommended 
to President Coolidge a reduction in 
the sugar tariff. No action has ever 

taken on this report.

Scroll by Solomon. 

With the body was a Hebrew parch- 
ment scroll, believed to be in hand- 
writing of King Solomon, relating 
the. manner of his wife’s death and 
extolling her virtues. ‘This account 
said that the wife, whosé name was 
Moti Maris, died in the thirty-sixth 
year of Solomon’s reign and was 
buried beneath her palace, “after hav- 
ing sacrificed herself for her husband 
and soverign lord.” 

The scroll further relates that in 
recognition of his deep love for her 
and her loyalty and _ self-sacrifice, 
Solomon with his own hands placed 
on her forehead a magnificent crown 
presented to him by his people on 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of his 
accession. 

_ The .scroll says that three. years 
before the death of Moti Maris her 
father, Amento, came from Egypt 


laden with presents but with his 


heart full of malice with the inten- 
tion of dethroning Solomon and seiz- 
ing the country in behalf of the king 
of Egypt. One day Amento sought 
an interview with Solomon, having 
previously ordered Moti to poison the 
wine of the king. 
Saved Ruler’s Life. 

The scroll concludes: ‘When Moti 
entered bearing cups and wine I no- 
ticed that she was deadly white, but 
I did not suspect treachery. When 
Moti poured out the wine in cups lL 
noted that Amento did not hold out 
his hand for his cup. Nevertheless, 
still unsuspecting, I raised the cup to 
my lips. Moti, who was standing 
beside me, instantly snatched the cup 
and drank the contents herself. For 
a few minutes she remained standing 


while I seemed to turn to stone. Her 
father, with a cry of rage, fled from 
the room. Shortly_after Moti stag- 
gered and fell dying into my arms. 
The wicked Amento tried to poison 
me, but his daughter. Moti, my be 
loved wife, saved my life at the sacri- 
fice of her own.” 


King Solomon reigned in the tenth 
century, B. C., succeeding his father 
David. The Book of Kings names a 
daughter of the Egyptian Pharaoh as 
being one of his seven hundred wives. 
Her father is credited with the gift 
of territory to Solomon although he 
was also said to have harbored some 
of. his enemies. Solomon built a spe- 
cial palace for, his Egyptian bride.

| Health Talks

IT IS THE wre THE WALRUS 


It is a striking fact, and comfort- 
ing to know, that the individual who 
fears he is going insane isn’t, where- 
as the real psychopath, the actually 
crazy or demented individual, never 


for a moment suspects his own con- 
dition, whatever he may think about 
the mental state of the rest of the 
world. 


I am more certain now than evee 
before that I am right about the se- 
called “cold” question, and all phy- 
sicians. health authorities and lay- 
men who believe exposure to cold er 
wet has anything to do with the res- 
piratory diseases vulgarly associated 
with “taking cold’ ‘are wrong. I state 
this baldly, not, as seme critics in- 
sinuate, merely to be sensational and 
different, but because I think itis the 
most important principle of public 
health education that confronts us to- 
day, and I assure you I do not take 
such an arbitrary stand on such a 
vital question without Jong and 
thoughtful consideration of the respon- 
sibility one in my position as teacher 
or expert owes to those who place 
confidence in the health teachings they 
find here. 

If, as I am certain, exposure to 
cold, wet, drafts, change of weather, 
insufficient clothing and all that, 
never causes actual illness (except 
frost-bite, although trifling changes of 
this kind in the environment unques- 
tionably do bring on snuffling, stuff- 
ing up of the nose, sneezing, cough- 
ing and perhaps sudden increase of 
secretions in individuals who have 
some chronic nose, throat or chest 
disease, it follows that the familiar 
term “a cold” is a misnomer, if you 
mean by that any actual illness or 
indisposition. : 

When I set out on my long cher- 
ished avocation of showing these mys- 
tery story writers how scientific mur- 
der should be done, I'm going to se- 
lect among my earlier victims peo- 
ple who recite Shakespeares line 
about a rose by any other name at 
this juncture. If it were merely 2 
matter of némenclature I should ve 
the last to complain about the ‘“‘com- 
mon cold.” But it is infinitely more 
serious than that. I would reject the 
use of this term because it is mis- 
leading, because it tends to put peo- 
ple off guard because if is a grave ob- 
stacle in the way of prevention, par- 
ticularly the prevention of the res- 
piratory infections, which class or 
group of diseases, the public health 
statisticians find. are responsible for 
three-fourths of the illness physicians 
attend. 

There are a score or more of dis- 
eases recognized as common respira- 
tory infections—coryza, measles, epi- 
demic mengitis, to name typical in- 
stances—and as a general rule when 
one is coming down with any of these 
respiratory infections neither he nor 
the doctor can tell just whieh it is 
going to be—if any. What makes 
the situation worse is that all of these 
infections are most readily. communi- 
cated in the stage of invasion, before 
the actual diagnosis is made. Well, 
what are you going to call your ill- 
ness in this stage, pending a diag- 
nosis? Not “a cold,” unless you are 
criminally inclined; if you pretend it 
is anything as innocent as that you 
give your friends and associates no 
fair warning. You pepper everybody 
within range with whatever you've 
got. That is a contemptible thing to, 
do. Be fair and square about it. Call 
it the “cri” (kree); that is an honest 
acknowledgement that you suppose it 
may be communicable but as yet you 
don’t know just what you are devel- 
oping. That gives your friends and 
associates fair warning, and they may 
keep beyond range or not as they see 
fit. Anyway, you play fair. 


Makes a Plea for 
Enlargement of City’s 
Battle Hill Sanitarium 


Editor Constitution: I'requent 
mention of Battle Hill sanitarium, 
Atlanta’s hospital for tuberculosis, in 
connection with a proposed bond is- 
sue, and the fact that the public seems 
to have so little knowledge of this 
institution, leads me to believe that 
some first-hand information from a 
patient would be of interest to your 
readers. 

Unlike most public institutions of 
this character, Battle Hill sanitarium 
was not started with a large invest- 
ment of public funds. It was opened 
in 1911 with an administration build- 
ing flanked on each side by a ward, 
one for male and another for female 
patients. Its capacity was small and 
remained so until the appointment in 
1915 of its present superintendent, 
Dr. J. H. Bradfield, who soon be- 
gan to expand its building and equip- 
ment in an effort to keep pace with 
the city’s growing demand for tu- 
bercular hospital facilities. This ex- 
pansion reached its practical limit 
some time ago, but the demand con- 
tinued to increase until the city now 
finds itself with a hospital plant that 
can care for but half of those who 
seek admittdnce and urgently need its 
services. 

The sanitarium now has two hun- 
dred and twenty-five patients: men, 
women, children and colored. and 
every bed is occupied. <A _ hospital of 
twice this capacity would just care 
for present needs, without any pro- 
vision. for the city’s future growth. 
There are now about one hundred 
written applications on file, and the 
writer knows of three telephone ap- 
plications within a half hour, all of 
which were told that they would have 
to wait as there were no vacant beds. 

When we consider the danger from 
fire in a series of wooden structures 
of this character. in which are help- 
less, bedridden sick. the erection of 
adequate, fireproof buildings becomes 
both a necessity and a duty. The re- 
moteness of Battle Hill from city fire 
stations, its altitude and weak water- 
pressure offer ideal conditions for a 
catastrophe of the kind that shocks 
and shames a community.

I could sit back and 
see every blow without another worry 
about the preliminaries, 

Just as Gans was about to pull on 
his gloves we passed up a telegram to 
McDonald, his manager, who in turn 
gave it to Joe. It was from Joe's old 
mother in Baltimore and the wording 
became historic. One phrase of it is 
today a by-word in sport. It read: 

“Joe: The eyes of the world are on 
you. Everybody says you ought to 
win. Young Peter Jackson will tell 
me the news, and you bring home the 
bacon,” ; 
300 Armed Deputies. 


In presenting the fighters to the |

erowd the announcer warned against 
disorder, declaring that there were 
300 armed deputies in the crowd; if 
eatiled on they would mean business. 
Hie was right, too. 

That crowd was a picturesque as- 
semblage. ‘There were miners, cow- 
boys, bootblacks, distinguished men 
from all cities and fully 300 women. 

Gans started it by jabbing Nel- 
son with his left twice in rapid suc- 
cession. For sheer grit and endurance 
I have never seen anything like that 
fight—never expect to. It did not 
give me a thrill like the Dempsey- 
Firpo fight, for example, but for real 
fighting the Gans-Nelson affair stands 
out. 

For just a minute Nelson attempted 
to box with Gans. His efforts were 
ridiculous. He might as well have at- 
tempted to box a shadow. Gans fairly 
peppered his face with jabs and hooks. 

Nelson Bores In. 

Seeing he had no chance at boxing, 
Nelson, following instructions, began 
boring in and hauling Gans about ‘the 
ring trying to punish him with body 
blows. He wrestled as much as he 
boxed. 

In addition to that ugly style of 
fighting Nelson used all kinds of foul 
tactics. After 10 or 12 rounds he was 
intensely unpopular. 

Time and time again Gans boxed 
Nelson off and then tried to fight him 
at: long distance. Instantly, though, 
Nelson would fall back into the clinch 
and the mauling would start all over 
again. 


From Nelson’s corner Billy Nolan | 


kept yelling to-him to keep boring in. 
He didn’t want Nelson to attempt 
boxing. In that respect Nolan was 
wise, though very unpopular. 

Gans was forced to meet Nelson at 
his own game. Round after round 
passed without a decisive incident. In 
the eighteenth, twenty-fourth and 
thirty-second rounds Nelson hit Gans 
below the belt. Some said that he had 
been instructed to do this from his 
corner. I don’t know the truth about 
that. I do know that Referee Siler 
frequently warned hir., 

“Foul! Foul!’ frequently came 
from Gans’ corner, and also from the 
crowd. 

Nelson Begins Butting. 

Then Nelson began butting. Several | 
times he bored in and drove his hard | 
chin, Joe protest- 
ed, but as no harm was done Siler 
let it pass. 

The crowd was getting disgusted 
with Nelson. On top of his other foul 
tactics he struck Gans in the stomach 
when the negro was lifting him to 
his feet. There was a big hiss at this. 

In the thirty-fifth round, I think 
it was, Nelson slipped and was almost 
driven through the ropes. Gans caught 


_him and lifted him to his feet. In re- 
‘sponse to this Nelson socked his fist 
(squarely in the darky’s mid-section. 


The crowd, seeing Nelson outclassed 
in the boxing. began offering bets on 
Gans at 2 to 1, and even 3 to 1, with

There is no question in my mind 
that the foul was deliberate. Anyway.

the great crowd could see. There has 
heen much argument about this. On 
that afternoon, though, the whole 
crowd agreed with Siler. 

Gans’ backers and seconds insist to 
this day that Nolan instructed Nelson 
to foul Gans. 

Here is what Referee Siler said to 
me and to those near him: 

“I repeatediy warned Nelson against 
his unfair fighting. and, while I don't 
believe he was deliberately intent upon 
fouling Gans in many instances, he 


was unquestionably guilty of one of 


the most apparent and unealled-for 
fouls that have marked the end of any 
battie. There is no question in my 
mind that he deliberately struck low, 
A he was making no headway against 
ns.

When | gay I think driving as important as putting, it may sound 


heretical to those who insist on the value of the short game. 


It is true 


no one can be a winning golfer unless he is consistent around the green, 
but it is equally true that no one can advance far unless he can bash 


the ball far and’straight off the tee. 

The short drive leaves you with 
many problems the long hitter does 
not face. On the average par four 
hole nowadays the leading player 
faces a mashie shot or a mashie-nib- 
lick, perhaps. The weaker hitter has 
often to play a long iron or a spoon, 
with a consequent risk of not getting 
the direction—for a long iron or wood 
shot cannot be controlled as easily as 
a mashie. 

Bobby Jones, it seems to me, is the 
best driver I ever saw. His drives are 
as long as any, and so consistently 
straight that it becomes disheartening 
waiting to see the ball kick off into 
the rough. 

Phillips Finlay, young Harvard stu- 
dent, hit the best tee shot I’ve seen. 
i inlay is one of the most terrific belt- 
ers in golf. 

He was playing with Francis Oui- 
met and Roland Mackenzie in a three- 
some, before the last national amateur 
championship at Brae Burn. The 
fourth hole there is 318 yards long, 
with a trap 3800 yards from the tee 
and directly in front of the green. 


Phil hit one of the most prodigious 


wallops imaginable. The ball cleared 
the trap and rolled to the center of the 
green. ‘There may have been better 
drives than that, but I never expect 
to see a finer one. 


I use a square stance, with both 
feet on a line, take a slow backswing 
and hit from the inside out. In a 
short article like this it isn’t possible 
to go into the technical phases of a 
shot. There are many _ technical 
phases, but the best advice that can 
be given any new golfer is to keep the 
head down, the eyes on the ball, and 
try to hit it. 

Powerful hitting isn’t just a matter 
of style. To some it may seem that 
Cyril Tolley overswings and Abe 
Mitchell doesn’t follow through and 
Major Hezlet pokes at the ball. That 
they are all good, long hitters shows 
timing is much more important than 
style. 

Every shot in golf is contingent on 
proper timing. It doesn’t matter 
whether one is awkward or graceful if 
that habit is acquired. And one of 
the most important factors in timing 
is the slow backswing.

“I consider Augusta and the Chron- 
icle, whose interests are so closeiy 
interwoven, most fortunate in havinz 
such newspaper developers and citi- 
zens as my new associates,” Mr. Ham- 
ilton said in a formal statement. “As 
majority stockholder they made me a 
proposition to buy all the stock, con- 
ditioned upon my agreeing to edit the 
paper tind continue the Chronicle's 
weil known policies. . . . I submitted 
the offer to the stockholders—the of- 
fer, which I may say, was un eminent- 
ly satisfactory one. I am_ happy, 
therefore, to announce the connection 
of Mr. LaVarre and Mr. Hall with 
the Chronicle. They will become the 
publishers and I will, as stated, con- 
tinue as editor.” 

The interest of the new owners in 
the Chronicle and the-Georgia news- 
paper field had its inception during 
a visit they paid Augusta last fall, 
at which time they met Mr. Ham- 
ilton, and culminated in today’s an- 
nouncement of their purchase of the 
paper. 

Both the new owners are widely ex- 
perienced newspapermen.

Mr. Hamilton, who for the past nine 
years headed the Chronicle, began his 
newspaper career here in 1906, when 
he joined the editorial staff of the 
Herald, and before wurchasing the 
Chronicle in 1919, served both papers 
as city editor and was managing edi- 
tor of the Herald when he bought into 
the other paper. 


Through his nine years as editar 
of the Chronicle he has been active 
in every movement for the progress 
of Augusta, Richmond county and 
Georgia. 

The Chronicle was founded in 1785. 
just 50 years after General Edward 
Ogiethorpe established a trading post 
on the banks of the Savannah river 
where the city of Augusta now stands 
and since that date has been publish- 
ed as a weekly, semi-weekly, tri-week- 
ly and daily. 

The paper, after various changes, 
during which its name always retain- 
ed the word Chronicle, became a daily, 
progressing as Augusta crew. 

Numbered among its former aiiter: 


are a number of men who have writ-| 


ten their name in bold isetiers 1. 
the history of Georgia and the south. 
These include General Ambrose Ran- 
som Wright, a gallant son of the old 
south who wore the grey of its army 
curing the war between the states: 
Patrick Walsh, former United States 
senator and mayor of Augusta: James 
Ryder Randall, author of “Maryland, 
My Maryland,” and many men who 
served their cubship on the paper have 
risen high in their profession. 

Since the yellow fever scourge cf 
1835, when the paper, after doing 
much to bolster the morale of the pop- 
ulace during the trying days of the 
epidemic, when forced to suspend pub- 
lication because the entire staff was 
stricken, the Chronicle, so far as ean 
be learned, has not missed an issue. 

Three times since the plant has been

To Pass on Expert Test:- 
amony in Court Cases. 


With a view to clarifying the -'- 
mosphere of trials into which the ques- 
tion of a defendant’s sanity is brought 
the Fulton County Medical society has 
launched a movement for the creation 
by the state of a sanity commission 
to pass upon the admission of expert 
testimony. 

This action was taken at a recent 
meeting of the association and at the 
same time a resolution calling for a 
conference to be held in Macon earlv 
in March was adopted. This confer- 
ence of reprerontatives f1 m various 
medical associations will consider the 
formation of an act to be presented 
at this year’s meetin; of the general 
assembly of Georgina. 

The resolution was drawn by Dr. 
J. I, Campbell, who was one of the 
state witnesses in the recent Harsh 
murder trial. In commenting on the 
calling of the conference Dr. Campbell 
expressed the belief that a change in 
the law governing medico-legal test:- 
‘mony is imperative. 

Dr. Campbell will probably suggest 
a plan somewhat along the line of 
one already outlined by him. He 
would rrge the creation of a sanity 
board of three members for each judi- 
cial cirenit. this body to pass upon 
each insanity case coming before its 
courts. In case of an appeal from 
this con iittee’=s d ision the matter 
may be referred to a general state 
board sitting at the capitol. 

This idea is in principle similar 
to that which has been ndvocated at 
various times by many doctors.

In silk the visible supply is large, 
but so is consumption, and in rela- 
tion to the rate at which it is being 
spun the total supply is less than a 
year ago.

In sugar the way in which Cuba's 
apparent over-supply will be distribut- 
ed is nat yet clear, but she has had 
other surpluses to deal with before 
this and at a price of about two cents 
she has never failed to find a market 
for them. 

In hogs the market has been de- 
pressed by the heavy slaughter during 
the fall, but it is believed that the 
supply on the farms is 10,000,000 
smaller than a year ago, or almost 
10 per cent, and that production dur- 
ing 1929 will likewise fall below 192s. 

These commodities, together with 
wheat and rubber, are selected as 
those in which an enlargement of the 
demand either from consumers or from 
speculators would quickly be reflected 
in the price, and in all of them (ex- 
cept live hogs) oraganized futures 
markets exist through which infla- 
tionary iufluences can quickly make 
themselves felt. 

But if these considerations make it 
appear likely that 1929 will be a year 
of advancing commodity prices it 
must be admitted that there is a “lion 
in the way,” in the persistence of the 
stock market speculation and the ab- 
sorption ‘in it of most of the people 
of the United States who have money 
or who can borrow any.

The result 
has been demoralizing overproduction 
of crude oil. 

In an effort to market accumulat- 
ing supplies of crude and refined oil 
even the Standard QOil companies, 
which for forty years bad divided the 
country into various sections with each 
company staying in its allotted ter- 
ritory, began to reach out for new 
markets. Standard Oil of Indiana 
was the first to break into the ter- 
ritory of another Standard Oi] com- 
pany by going after business in the 
field belonging to Standard Oil of New 
Jersey. ‘Then Atlantic Refining, an- 
other Standard Oil company, went aft- 
er New England business. Then the 
New Jersey company went over into 
Pennsylvania.

Together with factors named above 
what brought matters to a head in 
forcing Standard Oil companies to 


abandon their time-honored policy of 
staying out of each other's territory 
was the aggressive policy recently 
adopted by the independent, powerful 
Texas company in establishing selling 
stations in every state in the union, 


In view of the enormous overproduc- 


tion of crude and refined vil on which 
the carrying charge was steadily in- 
creasing because of advancing rates 
for money, there was nothing for the 
old line Standard Oil companies to 
do but follow the lead, first of the 
aggressive Standard Oil of Indiana 
and next of the powerful independent 
Texas company, started by John W. 
Gates when he decided after his cost 
ly ‘experience in ,the stock market 
panic of 1907 to turn his back on 
the stock market for all time. 

All of which boils down to this: Be- 
cause of changing conditions in the 
oil industry the various thirty-three 
Standard Oil Companies have beer 
foreed after eighteen years to do what 
the supreme court ordered them to 
do eighteen years ago, go out an! 
compete with each other. If Stew- 
art wins his fight with Rockefeller. 
as many people in and out of Wall 
street are saying he will do. it is safe 
to predict that there will be further 
breaking down of old Standard Gil 
policies, with each company standing 
on its own feet in a fight to get what 
if can until in some way or other 
the oil industry has again become 
stabilized. 

What has happened in response to 
natural laws in the oil industry in 
breaking up trusts has happened more 
or Jess in the steel trade, warranting 
the conclusion that natural Jaws are 
more effective than the Sherman act.

SHORT WAVE DISPUTE 
10 BE SIDESTEPPED 


North American Radio Par- 
ley To Be Held This Week 
at Ottawa.

Washington, January 20.—Efforts 
will be made to keep the matter of 
short waves out of the devious chan- 
nels of diplomacy at the conference 
of radio officials of North Ameri- 
can countries in Ottawa this week. 
A voluntary “gentlemens  agree- 
ment,’ rather than a treaty, is to be 
sought through a mutually satisfac- 
tory division of the continental short 
waves among the United States, Can- 
ada, Newfoundland, Mexico and 
Cuba. 

Unless more soreness develops over 
broadcasting, which is confined to an 
entirely difierent band of wave 
lengths, there is every prospect of an 
amicable agreement. There is an ele- 
ment in Canada, however, which is 
vigorously denouncing this country’s 
presumption that an allotment of only 
six of the ninety-six broadcasting 
channels for Canada’s exclusive use 
and twelve for shared use is suffi- 
cient for the Dominion. 


The United States delegatiqgn now 
in Ottawa will seek to keep broad- 
casting out of the parley and to de- 
vote all consideration to splitting up 
A Short waves between 6,000 and 

1.500 kilocycles, 50 to 200 meters. 
Canada's radio officials, it is under- 
stood, are inclined to go along par- 
ticularly in view of the fact that a 


Canadian commission is now studying |. 


the broadcasting structure of Europe 
and in March will study that of the 
United States m order to recommend 
a more stable broadcast organization 
in Canada. 

When it is, explained that the 
broadeasting band extends from 1,500 
to 550 kiloeyeles (200 to 555 me- 
ters) and that the 96 widely spaced 
channels therein are useable only for 
program radio, it is apparent how it 
presents an entirely different problem 
from the short waves. The broadcast 
wave lengths comprise a so-called ip- 


| termediate band of frequencies. These 


are more widely spaced than the 
short waves to make allowances for 
voice and instrumental modulation. 

The short waves, or bigh frequen- 
cies, to be divided at Ottawa are 
essentially telegraphic waves, although 
some may be used for radiotele- 
phony. With the agreed upon separa- 
tion, they aggregate 639. The fed- 
eral radio commission recently as- 
sumed 63 of these frequencies for 
exclusive use within the United 
States. allocating 40 to the Univer- 
sal Wireless Communications com- 
panv, 20 to the press and three to 
a California state farm service.

LITTLE MAY RESIGN 
AS HEAD OF U. OF M. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., January 20.— 


(P)—The resignation of Dr. Clarence 
(. Little as president of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, it was reported in 
university circles today, may be pre- 


ing of the board of regents tomorrow 
night. 

Dr. Little declared he had not re- 
signed and Shirley W. Smith, secre- 
tary of the board of regents, said the 
board had not received the resigna- 
tion. 

The report persisted, however, 
that the resignation would be _pre- 
serted.and accepted with a disagree- 
ment between Dr. Little and the 
board over policies of administration 
as the reason. 

The resignation, it is reported, 
would take effect September 1, but 
a leave of absence dating from June 
1 would terminate Dr. Little’s presi- 
dency just four years after his ap- 
pointment. He succeeded the late Dr. 
Marion Leroy Burton. 

Prior to his appointment as head 
at Michigan, Dr. Little was president 
of the University of Maine. He in- 
troduced here new methods of se- 
lecting students and established what 
is known as “freshman week.” 

In cooperation with the alumni he 
worked out the details of the “alumni 
university” and was active in urging 


establishment of the recently organ- 
ized university college. 


Detectives of Phoenix City, Ala., aud 
Columbus, Ga.. today merged efforts 
to throw light on the deaths from 
gunfire of Miss Ella Mae Fountain. 
20, Columbus. and J. W. Edmunds, 
Jr., 25-year-old son of a wealthy Phoe- 
nix City property owner. 

Investigators theorized’: that the 
couple either were shot by a jealous 
man. or that it was a case of mut- 
der and suicide on the part of young 
Edmunds. First difficulty was en- 
countered, however, in statements 
from parents of the principais that 
they did not even know the slain 
pair were acquainted, when found 
not far from 4A roadside near the 
“Georgia line in Alabama, Miss Foun- 
tain. was dead and Edmunds seated, 
dazed and mortally wounded beside 
her. He died Saturday night in a 
Columbus hospital, 
after the shooting 
have occurred in an automokile rent- 
ed here by Miss Fountain Friday 
afternoon. 

The fact that wounds were pow- 
der burned led officers to lean to- 
ward the murder-suicide theory, but 
nurses said Edmunds made an. al- 
most incoherent statement just be- 
fore death that he knew the man 
“who did it,” but could not name 
him. ‘Along this line, detectives to- 
day were seeking for questioning a 
man believed to have been a_ sweet- 
heart or former husband of : Miss 
Fountain, who is survived by a baby 
daughter. 

Meanwhile, a coroner's inquest at 
Phoenix City was held up pending 
completion of the inquiry. J. W. 
Edmunds, Sr., who suffered a paraly- 
tic stroke recently, asked that an 
investigation be pressed. He is a 
cotton ginner and owner of a real 
estate subdivision. He said he was 
unaware, as police said they had de- 
termined, that his son had been keep- 
ing company with Miss Fountain for 
four months. 

Miss Fountain rented an automo- 
bile in Columbus last - Friday, and 
late that night shots were heard in 
a thicket 200 yards off the main 
Phoenix City-Columbus highway. 
farmers living nearby investigated the 
next morning, and found the woman 
dead and the youth dying. 

Under questioning today, Mrs. A. 
G. Fountain,. mother of the slain 
woman, told police that her daugh- 
ter had been friendly to Lee Brown, 
of Columbus. fot several months, and 
that she had brokén an engagement to 
marry Edmunds last week. Brown 
was sought tonight for questioning. 

The mother said Brown had:-threat- 
ened her daughter, but police dis- 
counted the murder theory greatly 
today after investigating the position 
of the bodies in the car. They said 
Edmunds had been wounded twice, as 
had Miss Fountain, and that the re- 
volver found nearby, had four empty 
chambers. ‘They said it would have 
been almost impossible for anyone 
outside the car to have fiped the fatal 
shots. Edmunds’ body will be sent 
to Phoenix City. Miss Fountain’s 
body was taken to the home of her 
mother here.
